founder of Christian Science had lived 
for years concealed from the world. 

For one hour the three masters ap- 
pointed by the Superior Court to decide 
upon Mrs. Eddy’s condition sat facs to 
face with her in the library of her 
home. . For an hour they questioned 
her and listened to her replies. ‘'The 
only witness to this strangest of ex- 
aminations were Senator Chandler, sen- 
for counse! for the “next friends,” 
Frank Streeter, for the defendants and 
the court stenographer. 

Matters and witnesses are absolutely 
Bilent 44 to the effect of this visit on 
the minds of the three men wh» ere to 
decide the question of Mrs. Eddv’s con.- 
petency. But the main facts are giveu 
below. 

One of the masters who closcly stud 
fed this withered face with its shining 
eyes was Dr. George F. Jelly, Boston's 
noted alicnist. What he read there, 
Whether a record of latent energy 
powerful stimulation, ms yet to 
learned.

While thea masters and lawyers sat in 
silence the aged woman told of her 
powers to heal the sick and of her mi- 
raculous appointment to the great work. 
Within the space of 10 minutes she had 
covered ihe whole ground of alleged 
delusion charged by the “next friends.” 

Lawyer Streeter, who had invited the 
masters to this personal inspection of 
his aged client, assuring them of her'| 
“clear, acute intelligence,’’ made no at- 
tempt to check her words. 

When the masters came from the si- 
lent house they declined to make any 
statement. The face of every man in 
the party was grave. Senator Chan- 
dier’s bearded visage looked ashen gray, 
while Lawyer Streeter’s was white. 
Later a stenographic report of the five 
thousund words spoken tn Mrs. Eddy's 
home was given out for publication, but 
without a word of comment.

Hess Said at First He Knew

The police are looking for the masher 
who was released by Policeman John 
|. Hess of the Manchester Avenue Sta- 
tion, after he had accosted and kicked 
Mrs. May Hill of 3857 Westminster 
place. Orders have been issued by 
Chief Creecy for his arrest. Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Falkenhainer says 
that if he is arrested a warrant charg- 
ing him with assault and battery will 
be issued. 
release of the man, has not been able 
ty learn his identity. Policeman Hess 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednes- 
day that he knew the man, but he now 
denies this. 

Chief Creecy says there has been no 
exoneration of Hess. He said Thurs- 
day that any report of an exoneration 
was premature, as the investigation or- 
dered by him had not been completed. 
This investigation is being made by 


Capt. Gaffney. 
‘‘Mashers are the most contemptible 


class of offenders. FPolicemen are ex- 
pected to deal severely with men who 
stand on the street corners and insult 
wonpien,”’ 


Let Man Go, Didn't Report. 

Mrs. Hill was accosted as she was 
walking along Vandeventer avenue, 
near Olive etreet with Mrs. Fred A. 
Smith. Me retaliated for her scornful 
repulse by kicking her twice. Detect- 
ive August H. Dooley interfered, pro- 
tected the women and held the man un- 
til Policeman Hess cam2 and then 
turned him over to Hess. He relcased 
the man, and made no report. 

A question has arisen whether the man 
The Police 
Manual directs that a po'iceman in 
making an arrest must place his hand 
ou the arrested person and use a fora 
of words, but this is seldera done. 

In practice it is usual for an arrest 
to consist merely of a policeman ta‘ 
ing charge of a situation and of an 
offender. 

Policeman Hess admits te Capt. Gaff- 
ney that he had the man “in custody,”’ 
but not “‘under arrest.’’ He says that 
when Dooley turned the tnan over to 
him the woman had gone, and that he 
released the man after hearing Dooley’s 
story, before he interviewed the wom- 
an. When he went to see Mrs. Hill 
she said she did not want the notoriety 
of appearing against him and he did 
nothing more abont it. 

Capt. Gaffney said Thursday that he 
was not through with the investigation. 

Mrs. Hill has announced that she is 
now willing to prosecute. 


Prosecutors Condemn Him. 

Acting City Attorney King told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that in his opin- 
ion Hess was wholly unjustified in re- 
leasing the masher. 

“It is true that if the man had been 
brought into this court without the 
woman's prosecuting he would probably 
have been released,’’ King said, ‘‘but 
that does not excuse Hess in releasing 
him after arresting him.” 


Says Hess Was Wrong. 

Dwight [. Currie, actirg Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney in the Dayton 
Street Police Court, says Tatrolraan 
iIless should have held the masher. 

“It is not discretionary with a fo- 
liceman,’’ he ‘said, ‘‘as to whether he 
shall bring in or not bring in «a map 
wo has becn urrested or turned over to 
him by another. It is his duty to bring 
tne man in and let the court decide 
whether there is sufficient ev.dence 
ugainst him. 

“It appears that he turned the man 
loose before he Interviewed the wom- 
xn. If that ts so, he most certain'y did 
wrong. But even if the woman would 
nét prosecute, I think a case could have 
been made on the testimory of Dooley. 

*An attachment could have been issued 
fox the woinan ard she co. d have been 
Lo lied to appear. In ali cases where 
a putable citizen will testify to an 
offense it is the duty of a policeman to 
vring the accused in.” 

Would Issue Warrant. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Falk- 
enhainer says he would issue a war- 
rant against a man under the circum- 
su:nces in the case of the masher re- 
le: sed by licss. 

“T would issue a warrant for assault 
and battery against the man without 
tne statement of the women who was 
annoyed by him, if the policeman sub- 
mitted a stutement of the caso atl the 
pames of two witnesses—Dooley and the 
woman who was with Mra. Hi!l,"" he 
said. “Their testimony would be suf- 
ficient to make a case. From what I 
love read in the newspapers the man 
must have committed a very brutal as- 
sault, 

“If the statements are ‘rue, a war- 
rant for assault and battery should be 
insued, The refusal of the woman to ap- 





pear would hurt the case some, but al- 
lowance would be made for the fact 


that she was timid and desired to avoid | 


notoriety.

CAMP OF FIRS 


Sergeant-Major Miller of St. 
Louis Meets Sudden Death 
by a Bolt.

Lawyer Lies Unconscious an

terrific thunderstorm which 
wrecked the camp of the First Regi- 
ment, N. M., of St. Louis, at Camp 
Folk, Lake Contrary, near St. Joseph, 
Thursday morning, Sergeant Major 
Charles F. Miller of 4329 Gano avenue 
was instantly killed by lightning. 

Maj. Allen C. Orrick of 3740 Delmat 
boulevard, a member of the law firm 
of Nagel & Kirby, was severely shocked. 
Corporal. Harry Snyder and Private C. 
KE. Thomas were knocked senseless by 
the bolt, but soon recovered. 

Maj. Orrick, who was only a few feet 
away when Sergt. Miller was killed, re- 
mained unconscious nearly an hour. 
Shortly before noon his. law firm re- 
ceived a telegram signed with his name, 
containing only the words ‘‘all right.”’ 

Miller, with members of the _ regi- 
mental staff, was at the regiment head- 
quarters preparing to put the camp in 
readiness for inspection by Gov. 
when the storm broke. 

There had been. thunderstorms at fre- 
quent intervals all the morning, and the 
efforts of the entire command were nec- 
essary to keep the tents in place. The 
last storm was worse than all the 
others, and the First Regiment camp, 
on the crest of a hill where it received 
the brunt of the wind, was laid in ruins. 


Stood at Tent Entrance. 

Sergeant Miller and several other sol- 
diers had made an inspection of the 
camp and were returning to staff head- 
quarters when the last of the series of 
storms came up. 

For shelter from the rain they ran 
into a tent. Miller stood near the en- 
trance. 

There was a blinding flash, and a 
ball of fire seemed to carom from side 
to side of the company street. Mi:ler 
fell. Al) those near him were more of 
less shocked, and some were knocked 
unconscious. 

When soldiers from other parts of 
the camp rushed up, Miller was dead. 

He was a reporter for Bradstreet’s, 
was 37 years old and had a wife and 
two children. Mrs. Miller was shop- 
ting when news of her nhusband’s death 
came. Learning of it when she .re- 
turned hoine, she fainted. 

It was said Thursday afterioon tnat 
an inspection of the camp is being made 
to determine whether the storm damage 
is so great that it will be necessary to 
postpone the Governor’s Day exercises.

Guests of the Normandie Hotel, 


Theresa and Franklin avenues, were 


awakened at 1 a. m. Thursday by a 


woman’s screams of “murder” and 


“help” and sounds of a struggle. 


One called up Police Headquarters 
and told Acting Night Chief Walsh 
that a woman was being murdered at 
the hotel and asked that police be 
hurried. to the scene.

Station and men were sent from there. 
When they reached the. hotel. they 
found William Smith, the negro jan- 
itor, struggling in his room with 
Jeannette Wilson of 812 North Ewing 
avenue, a negress.

She insisted that he had knocked 
her down and beat her and com- 
plained of pains in her side. She 
was sent to the City Hospital and he 
was locked up.

HUSBAND SUED BY 


WIFE AND BOARDER 


Lodger -Wants $1000 for Arrest, 
and Landlady Seeks a 
Divorce. 





Hi. M. Bradford, an East St. Louis coal 
Cvaler and proprietor of a storage ware- 
house at Fifteenth street and Walnut 
avenue, East St. Louis, now faces a 
divorce suit and a $1000 damage suit as 
a result of his attempt to prevent his 
wife from keeping boarders and order- 
ing the boarders to leave the place. 

Randolph Mitchell, one of the board- 
ers, filed the damage suit in the East 
St. Louis City Court Wednesday. Mrs. 
Bradford: filed her divorce suit several 
days ago. 

The Bradfords have 
seven years. During the last five 
months they have lived in the same 
heuse, but Mrs. Bradford has refused 
to prepare her husbard’s meals/or al- 
low him to eat at her table. 

A month ago Bradford grew tired of 
the boarder proposition and ordered his 
wife to quit keeping boarders. He says 
his wife has had a mania for keeping 
boarders. Mrs. Bradford admits she has 
12 boarders, but says she keeps them 
to provide a living for herself and 
grown daughter by a former marriage. 
She says her husband is wealthy, but 
has failed to provide for her. Brad- 
ford says his stepdaughter is able to 
earn her own living. 

During the past year, while the board- 
ers have been a bone of contention in 
the Bradford home, Bradford furnished 
the house and fuel for his wife, in con- 
sideration for which Mrs. Bradford al- 
lowed him to sleep in an upstairs room, 
tut he got his meals elsewhere. 

When Mrs. Bradford refused to quit 
keeping boarders, Bradford ordered 
them all to leave. Mrs. Bradford told 
hem to stay. When the boarders refused 
to obey his orders, Bradford caused the 
arrest of Randolph Mitchell in Justice 
of the Peace Williams’ court on a 
charge of trespass. Mitche'l was after- 
wards discharged. This is the founda- 
tien for Mitchell's damage sult. 

After Mitchel was arrested, Mrs. Brad- 
ford filed a suit for divorce, alleging 
that her husband owns property and 
cash amounting to $25,000. She asks for 
alimony pending the suit, and was 
granted a temporary injunction re- 
straining her husband from interfering 
with her boarders.

She had long 
dreaded the stagnant pool across the 
road. She ran to it. 

Lying on her back, 
gasping, was Grace. Mrs. Goodbrake 
rushed into the water three feet deep, 
but before she reached the child she 
stumbled and fell and went under the 
water. 

She caught the child up and floundered 
to the bank. Grace was unconscious 
and blue in the face. The mother’s 
screams brought Ed Bewen and his wife | 
from their store near by.

I told Mr. Rockefeller it 
was to be published. He begged me not 
to publish three things he had told me 
and I kept faith. The interview took 
place at the conclusion of a golf game 
and lasted fully two hours. He knew 
I was a Post-Dispatch and World re- 
porter. | 

“IT am to see him today, according to 
present arrangements. I do not believe 
he authorized the repudiation of the in- 
terview which created a profound im- 
pression here and is universally com- 
mended in financial circles.

NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—That Ella 


Renton, the young woman found mur- 
dered and mutilated in an areaway in 
East Nineteenth street on July 30, was 
the victim of the vengeance of a band 
of smugglers and assassins who fre- 
quent the Mosquito Coast of Central 
America and who years before had 
murdered her uncle, is the firm convic- 
tion of Mrs. George W. Dease, the slain 
Wwoman’s aunt. 

Mrs. Dease believes that she, too, 
has been marked for murder by this 
band and never leaves her home un- 


accompanied. She is a physical wreck 
as a result of her fears and experi- 
ences.

tive for the band of renegades to kill 
Ella Renton is the fact that nine 
ments of $1000 are yet to be 
on the $40,000 indemnity awarded Mrs. 
Lease and Ella Renton by Hon- 
duras Government for the murder of 
Mr. Renton. South American repub- 
lics, Mrs. Dease explained, have a pe- 
culiar way of collecting money when 
compelled to pay an indemnity. She 
says that the men who assassinated 
Mr. Renton have grown wealthy from 
the property they seized after the as- 
sassination, and she believes that the 
Government of Honduras is compelling 
them to pay the indemnity. As she is 
well along in years now, Mrs. Dease’s 
theory is that the assassins believed 
that if Ella Renton was out of the way 
there would be no one to protest if the 
payments ceased. She said she had 
known of many persons being killed in 
Honduras for a great deal less than 
$9000, or even $900. 
Had Applied for a Guardian. 

Out of the money which the Hon- 
duran Government was compelled to 
pay, $5000 of the first money received 
was put in trust for Ella Renton. 
This was deposited with the Title 
Guarantee and Trust Co. and another 
institution. When Ella Renton became 
91 years old a few weeks ago she in- 
sisted on handling her own money. Be- 
cause o* her wild expenditures for can- 
dies and tovs for the children of the 
neighborhood in which she lived, on July 
24, just six days before she was mur- 
dered, Mrs. Dease began proceedings 
in the Supreme Court to have a guard- 
jan appoitned for her. That applica- 
tion is pending. 

In addition to her interest in the in- 
demnity which Honduras is paying, 
Miss Renton won the prospective heir 
to the property of Mr. Dease's first 
wife, who had legally adopted her. An 
attempt was being made to break the 
will when she was killed so that she 
would get more than the few thousand 
dollars allotted to her. 

On May 10, 1894, the Post-Dispatch 
printed the first story of the murder 
of Charles W. Renton and the sufferings 
of his wife—now Mrs. Dease—and her 
little niece, Ella Renton. To the Post- 
Dispatch Mrs. Dease gives the credit 
for obtaining a settlement from Hon- 
duras. 

Mrs. Renton-Dease formerly lived in 
Owego, Tiogo County, N. Y., and with 
her husband, Charles W. Renton, went 
to the Mosquito Coast and settled at 
Brewer’s Lagoon in 1887. He had no 
trouble with anyone and was about to 
receive title to-his land grant. when the 
Brewer’s Lagoon Wood and Produce Co. 
began operations in his territory. The

“I was just going into the house, 
Mrs. Renton-Dease said in telling the 
Story, “and turning saw Edgar Eude lift 
his rifle and deliberately shoot Mr. Ren- 
ton. I dragged Mr. Renton into the 
house and as I was closing the door the 
crowd fired a volley. I was struck in 
the wrist by ene of the bullets. After 
the firing ceased a sSpaniard na 
Lacayo came forward. 

“He said the men in the brush had 
Sent him to tell me to deliver up any 
firearms I had in the house. I told Mr. 
Renton of their demand, and he said 
he would give up his arms if they would 
permit him to die of his wounds and 
would not attack the house. 

“Lacayo took the message and, re- 
turning in a short time, said I should go 
forward. I met the men, repeated what 
Mr. Renton said, and the party then 
started for the house, single file, with 
me in front as a shield. After ransack- 
ing our house the crowd set fire to it 
and then fell to discussing the better 
way to kill Mr. Renton. Some were for 
killing him and throwing him in the la- 
goon, while Jesse Kittle wanted to 
throw him, still alive, in the burning 
embers of our home. 

“Little Ella and I were then dragged 
from the hut and placed in a t. 
When we were out only a little way I 
heard two shots fired. : 

“ “That's the last of poor Mr. Renton, 
Lacayo exclaimed when he heard the 
shooting.’’ 

Mrs. Renton and her niece suffered 
many hardships before they escaped to 
this country, where sne told her story 
to the World, and on the urgent repre- 
sentations of this newspaper Secretary 
Gresham sent the cruiser Montgomery 
to Honduras to demand reparation.

She was: told that if she 
ever made a complaint in connection | 
with the murder of her husband she 
and her niece would be killed. She did 
complain andthe Department of State 
took up the matter and the men who 
killed her husband were imprisoned. 
They escaped and landed in New Or- 
leans, where at the instigation of the 
State Department they were arrested 
and returned to Honduras. 

Band Vowed Vengeance. 

At the time of their arrest in New 
Orleans the men swore vengeance 


against Mrs. Renton and all her fam- 


ily. 
“Tell her one of us will get away 
and that we'll wipe out the Renton 
family next time,’’ was the message 
she received. 
From that day until the present Mrs. 
Renton-Dease has lived in constant 
terror. For months after she came to 
New York she was followed by mys- 
terious foreigners, and finally § her 
counsel forbade her leaving her apart- 
ment alone. So fearful was she of 
the men that. she would not even per- 
mit Ella Renton, then a small child, 
to leave the house without a protec- 
tor. The child was educated at home 
by private tutors, except for a short 
time when she was at a boarding 
school, where she was always Kept 
well within the grounds of the institu- 
tion. 
In support of her theory that her niece 
was slain by a member of the band, 
Mrs. Renton-Dease points to the testi- 
mony of William. Ross of 12% Amster- 
dam avenue, at whose house the young 
woman boarded. He said that several 
times strange men had followed Miss 
Renton home. Mrs. Goldberg, who has 
a cigar store at One Hundred and Sixty- 
ninth street and Amsterdam avenue, 
once accompanied the young woman 
home because a strange man was dog- 
ging her footsteps. 
Vincent McDonald, wno lived in the 
same house with Ella Renton, told of 
seeing her at Fort George on the Sun- 
day before her death with a dark, 
swarthy man, whom ne said resembled 
an Italian, but who Mrs. Dease insists 
was probably a South American and a 
member of the polygtot band that in- 
fested the Mosquito Coast, which was 
the headquarters of the notorious pirate 
Lafitte. All of these men, Mrs. Dease 
said, had been compelled to leave their 
own countries and settled in the Mos- 
quito Coast country, where they formed 
alliances for plunder with the officials 
of the Government of Honduras. 
Aunt’s Theory of the Murder, 
Mrs. Dease does not believe her niece 
was murdered in the areaway, but 
thinks she was carried there after she 
had been killed. She says that Ella 
Renton wore clothes of the very best 
quality and that when she was found

Most confoundedly inconvenient, isn’t 


it—this telegraphers’ strike? We didn’t 
begin to realize how much our comfort 
and our ease of mind depend on the 
working of these thin streaks of cop- 
per wire strung around over the coun- 
try, with the little jiggers at the ends 
going ‘“‘tickety-tick-tick,” and with the 
wise boys at the keys translating this 


jargon of noise into messages from the 
far corners of the world. 

Beats. all, how we miss those little 
Squares of yellow paper! World’s all 
going to smash, now that the business 
is tied up for a while. How are we go- 
ing to get along, anyway? Old King 
Ringo of Beloochistan, or whatever the 
place is, may have died or abdicated, 
or something, two or three days ago, 
and his Lrother Tip may have set up 
a new dynasty; U. P. may have dropped 
half a point in New York yesterday; 
hogs may have risen 2 cents at Omaha; | 
or Mary Smith, your wife's cousin on 
her mother’s side, may have beén 
blessed with twins just before daylight 
this morning, | back yonder in Posey 
County--and nobody hereabouts. will 
know a thing about anything until the 
siow old fast mails come crawling along 
with the news, 60 miles an hour. How 
can we stand for it? It spells ruin— 
that’s what it really spells. 

Old Timers’ Ideas, 

There’s an “old timer’ in St. Louis 
who has been thinking some thoughts 
on this subject, and he’s written the 
Post-Dispatch about it. Seems to be an 
old-fashioned sort of a man, for he 
doesn’t believe a word of the cry of 
ruin and wreck. This is a part of what 
he says: 

“The reports that the telegraphers’ 
strike will ruin the business of the 
country reminds me of ne happen- 
ings long gone by. 

“"Way back in the ’60’s the horses 
quit work one summer for nearly two 
months, on account of a great epidemic 
of epizootic. In those days allMh® cities 
of the country were dependent upon 
horse power to transport freight, as 
well as for passenger traffic. 

‘In many cities men had to put their 
shoulder to the wheel and push and 
pull heavy loads of freight through the 
streets. In Cincinnati work oxen and 
milk cows were harnessed to cabs. My, 
how the folks fussed! “Everything was 
just goin to pot. 

Things Were All Right. 

“But it didn’t. Nobody starv to 

death. Crops turned out as well as 
common; schools and churches went 
right on; the world turned round pretty 
much as usual; and by-and-by_ the 
horses got over their little spell and 
went back to their jobs. Pretty soon 
you couldn’t have told—not even to 
save your life—that anything had been 
wrong. 
*‘* ‘Old Timer’ has been watching this 
‘telegraph age’ way of doing business 
for a jong time. _Only last March, when 
the weather took a notion to scorch, 
al then in April, when it froze up 
tight, the wires were clicking all over 
the country that the crops were ut- 
terly ruined. 

‘Then a little later the telegraph folks 
said the corn was sure to be a fail- 
ure, though my old friend, Dave Rankin 
of Tarkio, the biggest one-man raiser 
of corn in all the country, hadn’t get 
planted a bushel of his seed corn. 

“Rut Dave Rankin knows how things 
come out, if you just let them alone 
and don’t.worry. On the tith day of 
last May he had a force of corn-plant- 
ers at work in his fields, wearing over- 
voats and gloves and eurmuffs—plant- 
ing corn in the middie of a big snow- 





storm. 
“This was after the telegraph had 


sent word all over the country that the 
crop was ‘ruined.’

Since that is settled I am satisfied and 
have no kick coming.

My wife and I had been 
living since April 20 with my daughter, 
Helen, and her husband, at 4636 South 
Compton avenue, where my son-in-law 
is in the real estate business.

NOTHING TO ARBITRATE. 

The words “nothing to arbitrate” in connec- 
tion with labor strikes have a disagreeable sound.

Parties to any dispute involving the rights of 
the public are never justified in taking this po- 
sition; sooner or later there must be conferences, 
there must be investigation, there must be con- 
cession.

Men who reason together generally make prog- 
ress.

This survey will be some time next week and is for the purpose of settling 
beyond any dispute the correct distance that will be covered by the contest- 


antg Labor day. 


All the officials of the club from 
' President Guyett down are working in 
harmony to make the Marathon worthy 
of the high place it will occupy in the 
great championship contests of the 
United States. It is the first event of its 
kind that has been fathered by the M. 
A. C., and therefore, special efforts will 
be made to make it a success, for it 
will mean much to the athletic repu- 
iation of St. Louis, as well as to atill 
further draw attention to the great 
river at our doors. 

Last year’s swim, in which the time 
prize was won by August Goessling, was 
“a private enterprise, and although it 
had the friendly co-operation of the M. 
A. C., it was, in no sense of the word, 
under its auspices or authority. 

John C. Meyers was its promoter, and 
whatever credit may be due for its in- 
auguration and initial success rightly 

belongs to nim. Hencefurward the 
swim will be the great national aquatic 
event of the country.’ 

No better place could possibly b>» 
found for holding such an important 
tourney than right here, because condi- 
tions ‘are ideal, and there should, there- 
forge, be no lack of Jocal encouragement 
for the swim, which, although national 
in eharacter, is still a St. Louis con- 
ception.

NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—The exclu- 
sive publication in the Post-Dispatch 
of the arrest of Kissak Jelalian as an 
accomplice in the murder of Hovhanes 
Tavshanjian and his confession to 
District Attorney Jerome, was fol- 
lowed by amazing revelations of the 
Hunahakist conspiracy. Raids made 
early in the morning on information 
furnished by Jelalian placed in the 
possession of the police a startling 
array of murderous weapons and 
deadly poisons which were awaiting 
use by the band that has been ter- 
rorizing wealthy Armenians. 

“I have evidence enough to send ten
